1962 CHOCTAW FOOTBALL 


The Mississippi College Choctaws finished the 1962 Foot- 
ball season with a 5-4 record on the books, and gave Coach 
Hartwell McPhail his fourth successful season since coming 
to MC. Largely responsible for the Choctaw wins were a 
group of boys highly regarded as football players and team 
members. Five boys have been pointed out as the most 
outstanding players and leaders on this team. 

Benson Holland was named Most Valuable Player in his 
fourth season as a Choctaw. Although his service was lost, 
due to injury, for three games, there was little doubt that

Benson was the most impressive performer in the Choctaw 
backfield. Such a combination of speed, strength and ability 
combined in one man is not often available to a school our 
size. A starter for four years, Benson is one definite reason 
for the 26-9-1 record that has been compiled over that 
period. 

Charles "Tiger" Garrett, elected Captain of the 1962 
Choctaws, was pointed out as the Best Offensive Player. 
Since "Tiger" successfully ran back his first punt as a fresh- 
man he has been a favorite of the MC fans. His sparkling 
play as a pass defender and punt returner has made him 
an almost irreplaceable member of the Choctaw Club for 
the past three years. The outstanding game of his career 
at MC was definitely against Howard when, in a losing 
effort, Tiger came up time after time to make tackles on 
the line of scrimmage. 

Another senior, Tommy "Redbone" Hudson, played a 
guard spot for the Chocs and was awarded the title Best 
Blocker. Tommy came to the Choctaws from junior college 
ball and stepped into the line to help in a big way. A 
small man, as college guards go, it required a tremendous 
desire to become the player that Tommy developed himself 
to be. 

The fourth senior named to this group of five Choctaw 
leaders was Jimbo Robertson, Best Sportsmanship winner 
of the year. Playing on determination and desire to make up 
for a lack of size and ability, Jimbo could be found time 
after time making the play where the going was toughest. 
He is one of the best disciples of the bit of football 
philosophy, "Get in there where he are. ' 

The remaining award went to James "Dumpy" Merritt, 
Most Improved Player of the year. Because of his ability 
as a punter, "Dumpy" was often overlooked as an offensive 
and defensive back, but his aggressive attack at the oppo- 
nent gave MC a means of constant threat from any position. 
The booming punts that came from his foot pulled the

40,000 people, the largest crowd to ever see a Miss. 
College football game, turned out to Mississippi Memorial 
Stadium to witness the opening game of the 1962 season 
against the University of Mexico. 

Scoring began late in the first quarter when the Choc- 
taws drove from the Mexico 46 in eight plays. Fullback 
Norman Minton drove over left tackle from three yards for 
the touchdown. Paul Pounds added the conversion. Mid-way 
through the second period Mexico pounced on a Choctaw 
fumble at the Gold Team's 15-yard line. Three plays later 
Hilario Couseco sneaked across from the one for the Pumas 
only score; the two-point PAT failed. 

The Choctaws came back to add 15 points in the third 
quarter and wrap up the game. Early in the period halfback 
Billy Kelso raced 43 yards for the second Choctaw TD and 
Clem Stovall added the PAT. With only 17 seconds left 
in the period quarterback Chester Miller stepped over from 
the 2 to score and then threw to Altus Newell for two 
points. Late in the game the Choctaws drove to the Mexico 
I -yard line, where the Pumas held, then ran out the clock. 
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The Choctaws rolled into Arkadelphia, Arkansas for their 
second game and dominated the Ouachita Tigers in every 
vital statistic — including penalties — except scoring. 

A first period Choctaw drive sparked by the running of 
Clem Stovall and Jimmy Hayes moved the ball from the 
MC 32 to the Ouachita 12 before three incomplete passes 
gave the ball over to the Tigers. Just before the half Stovall, 
along with Billy Kelso and Charles Underwood, again moved 
the ball from the 20, across mid-field, and down to the 6 — 
the last yards on a pass play from Chester Miller to "Dumpy" 
Merritt. At that point, however, MC fumbled and the Tigers 
recovered and ran out the clock. 

The second half was dominated by the strong defensive 
play of both teams. There was no serious threat by either 
team until late in the fourth period when the Tigers drove 
55 yards to score on fullback Bob McClothin's 8-yard plunge. 
With only three minutes left in the game the Choctaws 
battled desperately to get back in the game on the wings 
of Miller's passing, and almost succeeded before an inter- 
ception killed any hope of the Gold Team's winning.

The Gold Team rolled Info Sherman, Texas and set to 
the task at hand, defeating the Kangaroos. Two second 
half touchdowns, one by Benson Holland — just returned to 
action from the injured list, were required to give MC 
the edge; but with 12 points on the board, there was no 
denying the Choctaws. 

First half play produced no touchdowns by either team. 
Austin produced one sustained drive, which went to the 
Choctaw 7 before rugged defensive play pushed the Kanga- 
roos back to the 35; then the Chocs took over on downs. 
The tremendous punts of "Dumpy" Merritt kept the Texans 
in their own back yard, keeping down any other threats.

The Choctaws struck like lightning against the Reddies 
and came up with two big touchdowns, which proved to 
be enough to put the game on ice and give the Chocs- 
their third win. The Gold Team defense allowed Henderson 
to enter Miss. College territory only one time all night. 

Charles Underwood returned the opening kickoff 22 yards; 
from which point Benson Holland, Chester Miller and Clem 
Stovall drove 63 yards in six plays to score. Stovall hit over- 
tackle from the 4 for the points. Early in the second period 
a blocked field goal attempt by Mike Vinson gave the Red- 
dies the ball on the Choctaw one-yard line. Henderson State 
elected to punt on first down and Miss. College took over 
on the Ark. 37. Six plays later, and after a 2 1 -yard run 
by Billy Kelso, Norman Minton circled end and went into 
the end-zone; again Pounds converted. 

Except for a brilliant 80-yard punt return by "Tiger" 
Garrett, which was called back because of clipping, the 
Choctaw offense slowed down. The defense, however, led by 
Jimbo Robinson, John McCormick, and Eddie Killough, 
held Henderson State scoreless and prevented the need 
of adding to the first half score of 14-0.

Miss. College moved into Jonesboro, Ark., and took on 
a big Indian team in the rain. The Choctaws put up a 
tremendous effort but did not have enough man-power to 
make a real go against Ark. State. 

The Gold Team line contained the smashing power plays 
of the Indians, and the first period ended with no score. 
Early in the second period Ark. covered a fumble on the 
Choctaw 21 and in three plays drove to the score. Mid-way 
through the second period the Choctaws, directed by 
Chester Miller, took the ball to the Indian 6-yard line before 
they lost the ball on downs. 

After the intermission Ark.'s quarterback, Sammy Weir, 
who proved to be the most impressive player on the field, 
circled right end for 34 yards and the touchdown. From 
that point the Choctaw defense tightened up again and 
stopped all touchdown drives. That should have been the 
end of the scoring, but John Rickus picked off a Miller 
pass in the fiat and raced untouched for the last Indian 
score.

The record book shows wins over 
Tulane and Troy State in dual meets, with second place 
in a tri-meet against Arkansas State and Arkansas A&M, 
and losses to Southeastern Louisiana and Memphis State. In 
the Howard Invitational, the Choctaws stood. off Union Uni- 
versity, Southwestern, Sewanee, Howard, Florence State, and 
Millsaps to bring home the first place trophy. 

The season got off to a dismal start with the loss to 
Southeastern, during which Ace Allen, the number one point 
man, pulled a muscle that kept him out of three meets. By 
the fourth meet things were beginning to shape up, and the 
Gold Team was not to lose again. Freshmen were beginning 
to look like veterans and upperclassmen were coming through 
in the clutch. At Tulane, Greg Wedell sailed the javelin 
to a new school record and'at Howard, Ray McPhail came 
through with a win in a grudge-match 100-yd. dash. In the 
same Howard meet the mile relay team — Bill Keesling, Ben- 
son Holland, Jimmy Hays, and Jerry Hale — posted a new 
record for future years to shoot at, and Keesling, captain 
of the Choctaws, was awarded the trophy naming him the 
Most Outstanding Participant of the Invitational. A look 


from the back end of the season showed that Tom Honea 
had not lost in the mile run all year. Ray Doyle proved 
to be the best freshman shot-put man in Choctaw history; 
and Pat Watts, behind Kenny Moore in the pole vault, be- 
came the best number two man of the year. 

1962 was a year of individuals, but it was a year of 
team effort also; an effort put forth by a group of out- 
standing individuals to produce what it takes to win.

Truman Albritten opened a coaching career with the 
1962 Choctaw cross country team. After spending some 
years at Mississippi College as a student, and then two 
years as an assistant under Coach Parkman, Mr. Albritten 
accepted the position of track and cross country coach 
for the 1962-63 season. 

Suffering from a definite lack of distance runners, the 
1962 team inherited a record of 0-6 from the previous team 
with only a hope of doing better. Led by seniors Tom Honea 
and Billy Lamb, the team began workouts at the outset 
of the school year, and within three weeks every member 
of the team bettered his time of the previous year. But 
this proved to be insufficient, and Southwestern downed 
the Gold Team in its first outing by two points. Next came 
Pensacola Junior College, one of the finest teams in the 
nation, and the Choctaws again met defeat. Another trip 
to Memphis, to run against Memphis State, produced an- 
other loss and gave the harriers an 0-3 record going in the 
Union Invitational. The Invitational is a seven-team, sixty- 
five man meet which brings together many of the best 
distance runners in the southeastern United States. The 
Choctaws put forth their best team effort in this meet, and 
put together enough points to take fifth place. Honea came 
in third among the individual leaders and made it four years 
in a row he has finished in the top ten. In the only home 
meet of the season the Chocs faced Southeastern and again 
were beaten two points by that team. 

Though there v/ere no wins on the records for 1962 those 
records will show that a coach and a team took the material 
available to it and developed that material to the point 
where there need be no excuses made. Any team who had 
beaten them had done so on its own merits, not the down- 
fall of the Choctaws. 
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TENNIS 


Crawford Drake again led Coach Hartwell McPhail's 
tennis team in the 1962 season. Though the record of 5-8 
posted by the team was respectable, the over-all effort 
was hurt by the loss of senior Dick Townsend for most of 
the season. The tennis schedule was highlighted by the meets 
with Vanderbilt, Ole Miss, Mississippi State and Southern. 

In the state playoff, MC finished fourth behind Missis- 
sippi State, Ole Miss and USM. Drake lost out in the second 
round of play, but was beaten by Sanwazer of State who 
went on to win the state singles championship. Other mem- 
bers of the Choctaw team who weathered the storm 
throughout the season were Jerry Houser, Sammy Makam- 
son, Bill Montgomery, Tip Tipton, Ray Dykes and Ken 
Sodergren. Six of these lettermen will return to the courts 
for the 1963 season. 

One of the spring sports that is not asked to pay its own 
way, tennis does not receive the spectator support that 
some of the other sports get; but those who come out to 
the courts usually see a match between some top-notch 
performers. With schools such as Vanderbilt and MSU 
sending their teams onto the campus, an opportunity is 
afforded to watch some of the top players in the South. 
Considering the vast difference in the size of these schools 
and their athletic programs, the Gold Team's men usually 
look pretty good in the over-all picture.
